JAPAN'S POLICY 


—— 


Japan's: refusal to uvecept the 
Lytton Report, whilst it occasions 
no surprise, presents the League 
of Nations with a aituntion of the 
utmost gravity. It is, indeed, dif. 
ficult to see haw any adjustment of 
the issues" is possible ‘xo long as 
thia disposition to flout the League 
continues to be manifested. If we 
look closely into the Lytton Re- 
port, shall discover na fact 
which is of the utmost importance 
in considering the Japanese at: 
titude, a fact of which it is diMcult 
for the Commiasioners, or even for 
the League, to take - cognisnnce, 
This is that a large proportion of 
the rights which Japan claims to 
be hers in Manchuria, and on be- 
half of which she 50 insistently 
invokes the sanctity of  treatics, 
are founded on treaties made with 
China in 1915. ‘Anyone with a 
passing knowledge of the recent 
history of Ghina knows that the 
mereat mention of those trentics 
has, since the time that the first 
whlaper of their being negotiated 
leaked out, been sufficient to stir 
Chinese public opinion to’ the 
depths. For they were the trea- 
ties wrung from China after the 
presentation of the Twenty-One 
Demands, Their negotiation led 
to the Initiation of student :pollti- 
cal activity—nan activity which 
the nation has of Inte years 
had every renson to regret, but 
which at the time of ita initiation 
was hailed by all sections of opin- 
jon as a salutary challenge to the 
machinations of a weak, unrepre- 
sentative and probably corrupt 
Government, 

The Twenty-One. Demands 
were presented to China by Japan 
in the early days of the European 
war. Great secrecy vag main- 
tained as to thoir contents, and 
for long after they had been made 
the subject of vigorous denuncis- 
tion throughout China, Japan's 
colleague and ally, Great Britain, 
had to confcas that she had no 
knowledge of them. What, how- 


we 


fever, hnd jenked out and been 


denounced turned out to be only 
too true. Japan had taken advan- 
tage of Great Britain’s absorption 


in the Great War to cnunciate an 
ambitious continental Policy and 
had formtlated it in the famous 
demands. Not only had the policy 
not been officially communicated 
to Great Britain, That country 
had been kept completely in the 
dark, The Chinese Government 
at Peking-contained membera who 
Were in close touch with Jopan, and 
Was none too secure in ita relation 
0 its own country, It did not 
publish the facts-that such de- 
mands were being presented or 
that negotiations were afoot, 
When, however,’ in response to 
Pressure from Great - Britain, 
Mhich was at the time in a delicate 
vosition since, while It desired to 
maintain o fair attitude to China, 
it at tho same time. felt it urgent 
to retain the sympathy. of 
Japan for the purposes of the war, 
Japan withdrew some of the .de- 
mands, those relating to Manchuria

discussion, and made the basis of | g 


the Treaties of 1916, 


The Twenty-One Demands out- 
Hned measures by which Inceffect 
Japan would have secured the con- 
trol of China. She sought special 
rights in Fuklen, which, as being 
just opposite ta Formosa, and, 
from tha Amoy region, had given 
its language to the Formosuns, 
was of first importance in deve- 
loping a continental policy.’ Simi- 
larly she sought apecial rights 
it Shantung, where ghe planned 
to aueceed to the powers of Gor. 
many. And in relation to Ching 
generally, in addition to mining 
and railway concessions, she de- 
sired to secure exclusive powegs in 
poliée,

AS Wo have suid, the “maiority 
of these domanda were withdrawn 
in view of the violent opposition 
which they raised in China, and 
still more in view of the opposition 
of, in the first place Great Britain, 
and then of other Pawers. It is, 
however, well to have in mind the 
general policy embodied in the 
demands, for it obviously throws 
light on o certain strong body of 
opinion in Japan, and indicates ‘the 
lines of policy ‘which, if unfettered 
by world opinion, it might pursue. 
The fact that the demanda relating 
to Manchuria were largely sustained 
and made the basis on which, for 
example, Japanese Subjects ace 
quired rights of residence through- 
out: South Manchuria, without 
limitation to treaty Ports, yet’re- 
taining in full their extra-terri. 
torial rights, explains much of the 
Attitude of Chinese authoritics to 
those particular rights, and the 
continued difficulty of coming ‘to 
an agreement. The treatios made 
possible the entry of large num- 
bers of Korean settlers, whom the 
Japanese insisted on “protecting,” 
howevor much they themselves 
may have been willing to place 
themsclves under Chinese law, and 
50 gave rise to constant friction.

Manoe! Orbea, a Spanish business 
man, was half-way up the rope 
ladder when the vessels began te 
drift apart. A spot light was 
showing on her. 


FOUR ROPE LADDERS. 


‘The ladder swayed and could be 
heard by the men peering over 
the bow of tho liner going thud- 
thud against the side.

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JAPAN’S . POLICY 


—— 


Japan's refusal to accept -the 
Lytton Report, -whilst it occaslons 
310 surprise, presents the League 
of Nations with a situation of the 
utmost gravity. It is, indeed, dif- 
ficult to see how any adjustment of 
the issucg is possible so long as 
this disposition to flout the League 
continues to be manifested. If we 
look closely into the Lytton Re- 
Port, we shall discover a fact 
which is of the utmost importance 
in considering the Jnpanese at- 
titude, a fact of which it is dificult 
for the Commissioners, or even for 
the League, to take cognisance. 
This is that a large proportion of 
the rights which Japan claims to 
he hers in Manchuria, and on be- 
half of which she #0. insistently 
invokes the sanctity of  treatics, 
are founded: on treaties made with 
China in 1915, Anyone with a 
passing knowledge of the recent 
history of China knows that the 
mercst mention of those treaties 
has, since the time that the first 
whisper of their belng negotiated 
lenked out, been sufficient to stir 
Chinese publig~ opinion to the 
depths, For they ‘were the trea- 
ties wrung from: China after -the 
presentition of the Twenty-One 
Demands. Their negotiation led 
to the initiation of student pollti- 
cal activity—an activity which 
the nation has of late years 
had every renson to regret, but 
which.ut the time of its initiation 
was hailed by all sections of opin- 
jon as a salutary challenge to the 
‘machinations of a weak, unrepre- 
sentative and probably -corrupt 
Government. 

The Twenty-One Demands 
were presented to China by Japan 
in the early days of the European 
war. Great accrecy ‘was main- 
tnined as to their contents, and 
for long after they had been made 
the subject of vigorous denuncin- 
tion throughout China, Japan's 
colleague and ally, Great Britain, 
had to confess that sho had no 
knowledge of them. What, how- 
over, had leaked out: and bebn 
denounced turned out to ba only 
too truc. Japan had-tiken advan- 
tage. of Gront Britain’s absorption 


in the Great War to enunciate an {e a 


ambitfous continental policy and 
had formulated It In the famous 
demands. Not only had tho policy 
not’ been officlally communicated 
to Great Britain. That country 
had been kept completely in the 
dark. The Chinese Govornment 
at Peking contained members who 
were In closo touch with Japan, and 
‘was nono too socure in its relation 
to its own country. It did not 
publish tho facts that such de- 
mands wero being preaonted or 
that nogotiations wore afoot. 
When, however, in response to 
pressure from Great | Britain, 
twhich was at the time in a delicato 
position since, while it desired ta 
maintain a fair attitude to China, 
it at the same time felt it urgent 
to retain the sympathy of 
Japan for the purposes of-the war, 
Japan withdrew some of tho de- 
mands, those relating to Manchuria 
were retained os the subject of 
discussion, and made the basis of 
the Treatics of 1916. ° 


The Twenty-One Demands out- 
lined measures by which in effect 
Japan would have secured the con- 
trol of China, She sought special 
rights in Fukien, which, as being 
just opposite to Formosa, and, 
from the Amoy region, had given 
its language to. the Formosans, 
was of first importance in deve- 
loping’a continental policy. Simi- 
larly she sought apectal rights 
in Shantung, where she planned 
to pucceed to the powers of ‘Ger- 
many. And in relation to China 


gencrally, in addition to. mining 


and rallway concessions, she de- 


sired to sccire exclusive powers In. 
. {the administration.of the 


police, 
the appointment of “advisers,” 
and by, the grant of rights of 
travel and residence for Bud- 
dhist misatonaries. to * effect 
what the Chinese now call 
“cultural penetration” of the coun- 
try, a pénetration which however 
would not be confined to culture 
and religion. 


As we have said, the majority 
of these demands were withdrawn 
in view of the violent opposition 
which they raised in ‘China, and 
still more in view of the opposition 
of, in-the first place Great Britain, 
and then of other Powers. It is, 
however, well to have in mind the 
general policy embodied jn the 
demands, for it obviously throws 
light on a certain strong body of 
opinion in Japan, and indicates the 
lines of policy which, if unfettered 
by world opinion, it might purauc. 
The fact that the demands relating 
to Manchuria pwere largely sustained 
and made the basis on which, for 
example, Japanese subjects ac- 
quired rights of residence through- 
out South “Manchuria, without 
limitation to treaty ports, yet re- 
taining in full thelr extra-terri- 
torial rights, explains much of the 
attitude of Chinese authorities to 
those particular rights, and the 


continued difficulty of coming to| 


an agreement. The treaties mado 
possible the entry of large num- 
bers of Korean acttlers, whom the 
Japanese insisted on “protecting,” 
‘however much they themselves 
may have been willing to place 
themselves under Chinese law, and 
50 gave rise to constant friction. 


Whilst the points stressed above 
may not have occurred to the 
casual observer, they must ob- 
viously be in the forefront of the 
minds of both China and Japan, 
and those who may be trying to 
understand the underlying facta 
of the situation must take them 
into account. Unhappily, Japan 
has entered the Geneva discussions

MORE EVIDENCE IN.

.At the criminal Sessions this 
morning, further evidence of the 
hold-up at Hoppy Valley Race- 
course was given beforg the Puisne 
Judgo (Mr. Justice ood) by. 
Taang Koo Foon, tho girl who was 
with Lum, the architect’s clork 
when they were attacked on tho 
night of October 4. : 


The girl said she was here on a 
visit: from Japay. On the night 
of August 4 her cousin called . at 
her house at 7 o’clock ond asked 
her to go out’ for a wajk and some 
exercise.

After 
running for about a hundred 
yards, witness felt tired ‘and - sat 
down to rest. .The two had some 
conversation which Tasted nbout 
half an hour and:at tho end of 
that time a man in white came up 
quictly.

One of the men in black seized 
her by the wrists and attempted 
to‘search her, but rather than 
submit to that she took out seventy 
gents which she had and handed 
it to the robber, together with hor 
wrist watch and ring.

After the things had begn taken 
away from them, the robbers anid: 
“You may sit down now no-one 
will molest you.” The men then 
walked away -and witness was 
shown the way-home by her cousin, 
who proceeded after the robbers.

* SEVERAL ROBBERY CASES 
BEFORE PUISNE JUDGE 


Three men, Tang Yun-chiu, 
Cheung Wal-lin, and Li Tung, were 
sentenced to three’ years’ imprison- 
ment and twenty-four strokes of 
the birch by the.

CHINESE ‘FINED AT THE 
KOWLOON MAGISTRACY 


Before Mr, Butters at tho Kow- 
loon Magistracy yesterday aftor- 
noon, two Chincae, Wong Hing and 
Liu Chi, were charged with boing 
in unlawful: possession of 490 

cunds of dutiable tobacco in 
ongkok on November 17. . : 

Mr. E. W. Hamilton, Suporinten- 
dent of Imports and Exports, op- 
peared for the prosecution, while 
Mr. C. E. L, Grist defended the 
second defendant, Mr. J.-B. Prentia 
watched the proceedings on behalf 

1 Messrs. Gilnian ond Company, the 
owners of a lorry on which the 
contraband was found. 

Lam Ming, a Chincao Rovenur 
Qfficer, gave evidence that about 7 
a.m. on November 17, he saw a 

+ {lorry at Tong Mec Street, Mongkok. 
On this lorry were the defendants, 
Li Chi being the driver, He 
noticed that the lorry was carrying 
eight sacks and a number of rattan 
baskets. On asking tho first defen- 
dant about the contents of the 
ancks, he was told that they con- 
tained native cloth. ‘ 

Suspecting thnt these sncks con- 
tained contraband, witness opened 
them and found they contained 
tobacco. ‘ 

The second defendant’ satd the 

to the first defen- 

dant. tated that the lorry 
was hired at Sheungshui. . 

Revonue Officer John Brown said 
that shortly after 8 a.m. on Novem- 
ber 17. the last witness informed 
him that he had detained a motor 
lorry. Witness — then went to 
examine the lorry and found the 
two defendants, : 

On questioning tho first defen- 
dant, witness was told that he had 
been asked by a man to take the 
puckuges to Mongkok where he was 
to wait. The second defendant 
suid a man—not the defendant— 
engaged him at Sheungshui for 37 
to carry eight sacks to Mongkok. 

| After hearing the evidence, hia 
Worship snid it had not been 
proved that saccond defendant "had 
guilty knowledge of the contraband 
und accordingly discharged him. 

The first defendant was convict- 
ed and, fined $6,000 or six months. 
His Worship further ordered the 
tobacco to be confiscated, : 
With regard to an application by 
Mr. Hamilton for the ‘confiscation 
of the lorry, Mr. Prentis asked his 
Worship to reserve the point and 
to fix n date for legal argument. 
His | Worship adjourned this 
point for one week.” ae

How three Chineso held up and 
robbed a youth and hia cousin on 


the Happy Valloy race course, and]. 


how two were caught by men of 
the South Wales Borderers, - was 
told at the Criminal Scasions yes- 
terday afternoon before the Puisne 
Judge (Mr. Justice Wood), when 
Chiu Fuk and Chung Yee were ar- 
raigned on a charge of robbery by 
two or more on October 4. Mr, T. 
§. Whyte-Smith prosecuted, 

The jury comprised Measrs. L. 
C. Grover (foreman), W. Weir, J. 
D. Butcher, P. M. Pinguet, Pang 
Kok-sul, §. G. Green, and G. A. Yv. 
Hall. 

Case for Crown. 


Mr. Whyte-Smith stated that on 
October 4 young architect's 
draftsman called Lum was on the 
golf course at Happy Valley with 
his cousin, Misa Chan, It was 
dark and the pair had gone there 
to do some running. Miss Chan 
ran sround for a while and then 
ant down beside her cousin who 
was changing his boots. They sat 
down twenty yards from the inner 
ring of the race course not far from 
the Naval Pavilion. Lum would 
suy a man ip white, the man he 
Identified as Fuk, and two other 
men in black came from the direc- 
tion of the Jockey Club. The man 
in white and one of. the others 
seized him by the wrists and twist- 
ed hia arms behind his back. 
One of the men produced a small 
knife and then sald “Your money 
or your Hfe.”” He searched Lam 
and took front him a plece of rub- 
ber and two -pencils. 


Gave Up Articles. 


The third man went up to Mis« 
Chan and was about to search her, 
Her evidence was to the effect that 
when he proceeded to search her 
she handed him her wrist-watch, 
her ring and what money she had 
jn her possession (70 cts.) There 
was a diserepaney in the evidence 
on this point, because Mr. Lum 
would say he saw the watch being 
snatched’ from Miss Chan. She 
snid she gave it up. The men then 
went away. Lum followed them 
at a distance, and when he got to 
the yate he saw three soldiers to 
whom he pointed out*the ne 
eused) men. The ‘soldiers ap- 
proached the men and they ran 
away. The soldiers chased them 
nnd caught them up. They were 
staken to the Police Station. - 


Prisoners’ Statements. 


When ecnutioned at. the Police 
Station and charged, Ful stated, 
“Lust night I was there. Two 
men ran towards a man and wo- 
man because they were both cling- 
ing together and wanted to ask 
them for lucky money. The girl 
took off her watch and gave it.to 
one of the men, and then both of 
them walked away. When that 
man (Lum) spoke’ to the three 
British soldiers the man who had 
got the watch ran away.” 

When prisoner appeared before 
the Magistrates’ Court he stated 
that there were five ipersons on. the 
race course. Nothing was found 
on him. He claimed it was a false 
charge against him. 

The second accused stated, “TI 
arrived in Hongkong on September 
29, 1 vame to look for a job. 7 
sould not get one and Wished to 
return to my country in a few days 
time.. T was walking on the race 
course. 2... he arrested me... . 
{ have nothing ‘to say.” In a 
later statement he said there was 
nothing found on him and there 
was no proof at all that he took 
part in the robbery.
